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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to tlie Amendnnent filed on Marcli 2, 2009, wliicli 
paper lias been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-10, 26-43, 60-66, and 72-78 are pending in this application. 



Response to Arguments/Amendment 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10, 26-43, 60-66, and 72-78 have 
been considered but are not persuasive. 

Rejection of Claims 60-66 and 72-78 under 35 U.S.C. S 112. 2— Paragraph: 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive because the claim elements "means 
for presenting "means for activating ..." "means for notifying ..." "means for 
determining...", "means for processing...", etc., are means (or step) plus function 
limitations that invokes 35 U.S.C.112, sixth paragraph. However, the written description 
fails to disclose the corresponding structure, material, or acts for the claimed function. 
The written description discloses the general purpose computer but fails to disclose 
corresponding structure, material, or acts for performing the steps of "presenting, 
activating, notifying, determining, processing, etc..." 

Reiection of Claims 1-10 and 26-43 under 35 U.S.C. S 101: 

Applicant's amendment does not overcome the 101 rejection because the steps 
of "presenting an offer..." and "notifying each customer..." are not tied to a machine and 
can be performed without the use of a particular machine. 
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For the reason set forth above, examiner decides to maintain the rejection and 
mal<e this Office Action FINAL.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 60-66 and 72-78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim elements "means for presenting. . . ", "means for activating. "means for 
notifying. "means for determining. "means for processing. etc. . ., are means 
(or step) plus function limitations that invokes 35 U. S.C.1 12, sixth paragraph. However, 
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the written description fails to disclose the corresponding structure, material, or acts for 
the claimed function. The written description discloses the general purpose computer 
but fails to disclose corresponding structure, material, or acts for performing the steps of 
"presenting, activating, notifying, determining, processing, etc..." 
Applicant is required to: 

(a) Amend the claim so that the claim limitation will no longer be a means (or 
step) plus function limitation under 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph; or 

(b) Amend the written description of the specification such that it expressly 
recites what structure, material, or acts perform the claimed function without introducing 
any new matter (35 U.S.C. 132(a)). 

If applicant is of the opinion that the written description of the specification already 
implicitly or inherently discloses the corresponding structure, material, or acts so that 
one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize what structure, material, or acts perform 
the claimed function, applicant is required to clarify the record by either: 

(a) Amending the written description of the specification such that it expressly 
recites the corresponding structure, material, or acts for performing the claimed 
function and clearly links or associates the structure, material, or acts to the 
claimed function, without introducing any new matter (35 U.S.C. 132(a)); or 

(b) Stating on the record what the corresponding structure, material, or acts, 
which are implicitly or inherently set forth in the written description of the specification, 
perform the claimed function. For more information, see 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and 

MPEP §§ 608.01(0) and 2181. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, 
subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 1-10 and 26-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1 -1 0 and 26-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . Based on Supreme 
Court precedent and recent Federal Circuit decisions, the Office's guidance to 
examiners is that a § 101 process must (1) be tied to a machine or (2) transform 
underlying subject matter (such as an article or materials) to a different state or thing, in 
re Bilski et al, 88 USPQ 2d 1385 CAFC (2008); Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 
(1981); Parker V. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 
63, 70 (1972); Cochrane v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780,787-88 (1876). 

An example of a method claim that would not qualify as a statutory process 
would be a claim that recited purely mental steps. Thus, to qualify as a § 101 statutory 
process, the claim should positively recite the other statutory class (the thing or product) 
to which it is tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that accomplishes the 
method steps, or positively recite the subject matter that is being transformed, for 
example by identifying the material that is being changed to a different state. 
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Here, applicant's nnetliod steps fail the first prong of the new Federal Circuit 
decision since they are not tied to a machine and can be performed without the use of a 
particular machine. Thus, claims 1-10 and 26-43 are non-statutory since they may be 
performed within the human mind. 

The mere recitation of the machine in the preamble with an absence of a 
machine in the body of the claim fails to make the claim statutory under 35 (JSC 101. 
Note the Board of Patent Appeals Informative Opinion Ex parte Langemyer et al.
